Ex-Mayor Jones Recalls First Clean-up Day’ in 1907 


Imminency of "Clean-up, 
Palnt-up Weeks,” during 
May, will recall Sierra Ma- 
dre’s second observance of 
this sort, "way back when” 
in 1907 when the city’s popu¬ 
lation was 700 and the still 
sprightly (at 92) C. W. Jones 
the city’s patriarch, was 
mayor. The first observance 
was in 1906. 


Of interest is this letter 
sent out then (Nov. 1, 1907), 
by Mayor Jones and the com¬ 
mittee in charge from the 
Board of Trade: 

"An urgent request is here¬ 
by made that you unite with 
other citizens of Sierra Ma- 
dre on Saturday, Nov. 9, 1907, 
in a general and energetic 
effort to free our streets from 


the unsightly weeds and de¬ 
bris which now disfigures 
our city. 

“It is hoped that every 
able-bodied individual, man, 
woman and child, will enter 
into this project with a spirit 
of hearty co-operation and 
do his best in whatever work 
is suited to him. 

“An open air luncheon will 


be served by the Woman’s 
Club In the grounds of the 
old school site (corner Bald¬ 
win and Central), and the 
day will be made an occa¬ 
sion of good cheer as well 
as of good work. 

“The time and place of 
meeting will be the City Hall 
at 7:30 a.m. Hoes will be 
needed. In case any citizen 


cannot respond in person, 
he is requested to send a 
substitute or contribute the 
price of a day’s labor. The 
contributions may be sent to 
Mr. G. W. Gill, treasurer of 
the Board of Trade, and 
should be in his hands early 
enough for use in employing 
men.

CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
AMENDINO SECTION 9514 (2)

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. Section 9514 (2) of 
the Sierra Madre City Code Is 
hereby amended by the addition 
of a new subparagraph (D) to 
Subsection (2) thereof, reading as 
follows: 

(D) All “required” off-street 
parking as provided by the pro¬ 
visions of this Part, and located 
within any front-yard area, sit¬ 
uate between the front lot line 
and the front of any main 
building, In any R-l, R-l-11, 
R-l-15, R-2 or R-3 zones, or In 
the R-P zones, when used for 
residential uses, shall be located 
only within garages or carports 
otherwise complying with all ap¬ 
plicable building, zoning and 
aet-back laws and enclosed with 
at least three sides and a roof. 
SECTION 2. The City Council 
does hereby find and determine 
that the change and amendment 
aet forth In Section 1 hereof waa 
duly Initiated; that notice of hear¬ 
ing and hearing thereon was duly 
processed by the Planning Com¬ 
mission; that the Planning Com¬ 
mission has forwarded Its recom¬ 
mendation for such amendment; 
that notice of hearing and hearing 
thereon were duly processed by 
this City Council; and that public 
necessity and convenience and the 
general welfare require such 
change and amendment In accord¬ 
ance with the Planning Commis¬ 
sion’s findings thereon, which 
findings are hereby adopted by the 
City Council. 

SECTION 3. PENALTY. Any per¬ 
son, firm or corporation violating 
this Ordinance shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon convic¬
